Anybody can gain control of the 
air by concentrating at a given 
point and within a given space of 
time, Eisenhower said. He added 
that the G ermans did that as late 
as January, 1945, when they plas­ 
tered Allied air fields. That was 
in the late stages of World W ar II 
when the Allies had over-all com­ 
mand of the air.

[By Dropping of M.U. Astronomy Course 
Suilding of Morrison Observatory a t Glasgow by Carr Walled Pritchett W as Due 
•o Gift of a Student, Bernice Morrison— Pioneer Observer, Preacher and Teacher 
Hod Escorted Body cf Lincoln From W hite House to Capitol.

W hen the 
astronomy 
d ep art­ 
m ent of the University of Missouri 
s discontinued this fall, the move 
(follows a trend, because today al-

vanced work in universities near 
[them. 
However, there was quite a per­ 
i o d when the sm aller observatories, 
with their faithful followers 01 the 
Lstars, made valuable contributions 
in this field.

ests G reen.” 
Care of Woodlands Evident. 
In both parts of the country, 
I he pines arid m ixed grow ths had 
show n m any signs of care, in the 
varying stages of grow th 
from 
seedlings Uk giant tree* Acres of 
baby' pine: 
of uniform size and 
great stretches ol 
thick grow th, 
w hefe different heights of trees 
gave a stairstep appearance to the 
pine forests, marie us realize that 
the ‘‘Tree F arm ” 
signs 
really 
m eant w hat they said: for these 
trees w ere truly being grown as 
crops, with some of them ready 
for im m ediate harvesting. 
Such conservationists as Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt 
and 
Gifford 
Pinchot worked to prom ote forest 
care and planting in the early 
days of this century,

forest policies in our country. To­ 
day in both state and national 
forests, 
trained 
foresters 
follow 
the practice of increasing the level 
of tree protection and forest im ­ 
provem ent so that there may be a 
substantial yield of tree products 
as well as a m ultiple use of the 
areas for w ater conservation, rec­ 
reation, wild life protection, arid 
grazing. 
The term s, ‘‘tree farm ing” and 
“tree crops,” cam e to public a t­ 
tention and into new spaper and 
m agazine term inology in Ju n e of 
1941, when the governor of W ash­ 
ington officially dedicated d e m ­ 
on’s tree farm . The farm was an 
experim ental tract of 120,000 acres 
set aside for the purpose of protec­ 
ting and grow ing trees for com ­ 
m ercial use. This cut-over tim b er­ 
land, owned by the W eyerhaeuser 
T im ber com pany, was near the 
little tow n of M ontesano. W ash. 
The nam e given to the first offic­ 
ial ‘tree farm ” honored a pioneer 
logger who had m ade great in­ 
roads on the forest giants w ith 
only the help of bull team s in 
his logging operations. 
Idea Spreads East. 
Ten 
years 
later 
there 
w ere 
nine other large tree farm s cov­ 
ering nearly 800,000 acres w ithin 
a radius of fifty miles of d e m ­ 
on’s farm . The idea of deliberately 
setting out to grow a crop of for­ 
est trees, and the thought of a 
farm w ith 120,000 acres of trees, 
caught the popular 
im agination 
and

ow ners to sim ilar activities. Tree 
farm ing spread across the coun­ 
try. 
In 1951 approxim ately 23 m il­ 
lion acres in tw enty-nine different 
states had been inspected arid the

Problem in Replanting. 
The problem of planting new’ 
trees to replace those harvested 
each year is one of the most diffi­ 
cult facing the tree farm er. W hen­ 
ever possible, the natural type of 
reseeding is used, leaving the p ar­ 
ent trees when cutting. 
Experim ental work on seed ex ­ 
traction, nursery grow th and m a­ 
chine planting have be* n new de­ 
velopm ents in tree farm ing. In the 
South and the G reat Lakes re ­ 
gion on fairly level land, it is pos­ 
sible for two men w ith a tracto r- 
draw n m achine to set out 10,000 or 
12,000 young pines a day.

The study was conducted on an 
abandoned field having a heavy 
plastic soil which had been farmed 
heavily. A total of 784 jack pine 
seedlings was planted in 16 plots, 
divided into 
four 
experimental 
blocks and so located as to mini­ 
mize differences in results due to 
site variation. 
All of the 16 plots were square 
and contained seven rows of seven 
seedling each. 
Survival 
growth 
records have been kept on the 
interior 25 trees of each plot, the 
outside trees serving to isolate 
the effects of untreated plot edges. 
The four plots of each block 
were assigned one of three site 
preparations 
at 
random. 
They 
were full and deep plowing, shal­ 
low row’ plowing, and scalping ap­ 
proximately a square foot around 
each spot where a seedling was 
planted. 
Both plowing treatments 
fol­ 
lowed contours and were accomp­ 
lished in the fall prior to spring} 
planting. The remaining 
fourth 
plot of each block was untreated. 


Other than to periodically remove 
invading 
persimmon and sassa­ 
fras, no subsequent cultivation has 
been provided, Polk noted. 
Best survival and growth has 
occurred on the 
fully 
plowed 
plots, where IOO percent of the 
trees are alive and average 6.12 
feet tall. On the row-plowed plots, 
trees average 5:46 feet in height 
and 94 percent are living. Heights 
of trees on the scalped and un­ 
treated plots average 4.58 and 4.93 
feet, respectively, with 
survival 
percents of 92 and 89. The severe 
1954 drouth killed some trees but 
these losses were restricted to un­ 
ployed plots. 
According 
to 
Polk, statistical 
tests showed the growth rate on 
fully plowed plots to be highly 
significant when compared 
with 
results on unployed areas. Signifi­ 
cant differences were found in 
favor of full plowing over tow 
plowing. Moreover, row plowing 
had reliable advantages over no 
plowing but differences between 
scalped and untreated plots were 
negligible. No

attributable to interblock varia­ 
tion. 
Rate of growth could be used 
as an all-around index of tree 
quality. The taller trees of the 
plowed plots have correspondingly 
larger diameters, are straighter, 
and have fuller, more vigorous 
crowns. This is considered to be 
the expression of a fuller, more

extensive root 
development, 
re­ 
sulting in part from 
improved 
physical properties of the soil and 
in part to an increase in soil mois­ 
ture. 
Some caution would be neces­ 
sary in the application of these 
tihdings. Of course, full plowing 
should follow contours and should 
not be applied beyond a moderate 
degree of slope*, lest severe wash­ 
ing occur under heavy rainfall. 
However, Polk says row plow­ 
ing of slopes along contours should 
serve to trap and hold surface 
runoff.

DON’T SCARE THE SNAKE 


Now begins the season of out­ 
door living; of w*alks in the woods 
and camping trips. It is a time 
when many amateurs discover thi t 
the world of nature is full < f 
hazards to life and limb, not the 
least of which is the wily snake. 
There have always been t w o 
schools of thought on the proper 
etiquette when meeting a snake 
w’hich might be poisonous — if you 
aren’t an expert, it’s safest to re­ 
gard any snake as poisonous. The 
first school says, run as fast as 
you can in the opposite direction 
The second school favors standing 
stock still in hopes the snake will 
think you are a stone. Some con­ 
firmation of the second opinion now 
comes from science. 
It seems that fear in both the 
rattlesnake and his victim makes 
the effect of the bite worse. The 
muscles thaft wring the venom 
glands and eject the poison a r e 
controlled separately from the bit­ 
ing muacles. A snake that is not 
very frightened might bite without 
wringing its venom glands hard 


enough to eject much poison. As 
for the victim, if he is very much 
afraid, fear will effect his heart 
action and speed up absorption of 
the vi nom.
